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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 ends 
in a semi-colon, not a period. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. For claim 1, "said slotted hinge 

apertures" lacks antecedent basis. Also in claim 1, it is unclear which mounting 

bracket is being referred to in line 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kohler et al (6,238,027). Kohler teaches a secure door assembly 
mountable on an equipment rack (Fig. 5) comprising: generally L-shaped first 
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and second mounting brackets (21.1; plural disclosed) fastenable to the rack via 
a plurality of mounting points (25,30) and each including rear and side plate 
portions (24,23), and an aperture (in 22) and a door (20) hingedly fastened to the 
hinge apertures via hinge posts (29). 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nhep et al (6,594,857). Nhep teaches a secure door assembly mountable on an 
equipment rack (Fig. 1) comprising: first and second mounting brackets (46,48) 
fastenable to the rack (22) via mounting points (see Fig. 3) and each including 
rear and side plate portions pairs (51 ,52) which form a generally L-shaped 

configuration and hinge apertures (58 at 84) and a door (60) hingedly fastened to

the brackets. The side plates also include fingers and a, door includes posts 

(122). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-1 1 are allowed. For claim 8, the prior art fails to teach a method 
of mounting a secure door assembly to an equipment rack comprising: securing 
first and second mounting brackets to the equipment rack, the mounting brackets 
each having a side plate portion, a rear plate portion at a first end of the side 
plate portion, a plurality of cable management fingers with hinge apertures 
located at a second end of said side plate portion, and a plurality of mounting 
points located along said rear plate portion and inserting a plurality of hinge posts 
located along a first side of the door into the slotted hinge apertures of the first 
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mounting bracket, wherein said door is sized to span from the first mounting 
bracket to the second mounting bracket.
